( 4 OTTON FIRES cost railroads 
$2,272,834 last year. That's more than 
the loss from any other cause of railway 
fires. 

For about 10 years, the number of 
cotton fires and the dollar loss have been 
increasing for the nation’s rail lines 
Eight out of ten of these fires occur on 
long-haul shipments from California, 
Arizona, New Mexico and West Texas 

Railroads are worried, and so are cot 
ton shippers, compress men, insurance 
companies and others.
